During one of her vacations she went to 
visit a friend in a neighboring town, 
While there the idea occurred to her 
that she could make some money, which 
was greatly needed in the family, by 
giving a concert. She carried out her 
idea and realized $10 from the enter- 
tainment. For two or three years after 
that she traveled about among the coun- 
try towns, singing for a living and for 
the living of her family. 
In 1870, at 


Toledo, Ohio, Clara Louise Kellogg, 
then in the first glow of her power and 
fame, heard the obscure wanderer eing 
and decided to become her spouior and 
benefactress. 


Miss Abbott went to New York and 


became the pupil of Ernni. 
She soon 


attained the position of soprano in the 
church of Dr. Chapin, and among the 
friends she won while there was Horace 
Greeley, whom no bad weather could 
keep away from religions services, for 
as he once said to the young singer on 
rainy Sunday, "If Dr. Ohapin in the 
pulpit and you in the choir can't make 
sunshine who cant" Here she made a 
fine reputation and many warm friends, 
among whom were George G. Lake, 
Mrs. George Hoffman, 0. P. Hunting- 
ton and others. Her fritnds offered to 
send her abroad to complete her musical 
studies. 


After a brief tour through France and 


Switzerland Miss Abbott went to Italy, 
and began her studios under Maestro 
San Giovanni. After a few months in 
Italy, under tbe advice of Christine 
Nilison, Miss Abbott proceeded to Paris, 
and commenced a vigorous course of 
study under the renowned Wartel for 
vocalization, at the same time having 
six other masters in the study of operas, 
fencing, drumming, French and Italian, 
and in acting at the Conservatoire and 
Opera Comique, where she obtained the 
unusual advantages which developed 
her 
extraordinary 
dramatic talent. 


Before singing in England Miss Abbott 
visited Italy, and at Florence, according 
to H Oorriere Italiano, created a verit- 
able furore'being called thirteen times 
by the enthusiastic multitude. 


On her arrival in London she made 


her debut at the Royal Italian Opera 
Convent Garden and since then she hai 
achieved a reputation that baa made her 
the greatest of opera singers, both in 
Europe and America.

Emma Abbott sang in Fort Wayne 


before she went on the stage, having 
sung for a number of parlor entertain- 
mento. 


On one oocasian, H. G. Olds, John 


Mohr and N, B, Young, got up a benefit 
in the Aveline house parlors, at which 
enough waa raised to send the talented 
singer to Toledo, from which time she 
sprang into fame, and November 6, 
1884, she opened the Masonic temple.
